How to Remove Stones From Land. 


Large rocks should be heated by burning a 


quantity of brush on each one, and then 
with a good heavy sledge and steel wedges 
most o£ them can be split into fragments 
that can be hauled off upon the drag. 
Medium sized rocks may be gotten out by 
digging round them, fastening a log chain 
upon the lower siele and attaching the 
team. 
Let the horses start slowly, and 


with a littla effort the stone may be pulled 
out at the second or third pull. A good 
way to get rid of stones is to bury them, 
but bury them deep—not less than three 
feet from the surface—as they will bo cer- 
tain to work up to the top in a few years, 
when the work has to be done over again 
at considerable cost.—Baltimore American.

The District Attorney stated tha 


\IcGinlty had been arrested in Uristo 
:i few da>s ago for assault and batturj 
•vith intent to kill, and asked that hi 
recognizance be forfeited and a bond 
•varraut issued forthwith for his arrest 
Uefore taking any action in reference 
:o the matter the Court heard the evi- 
ilencc of Chief of Police Saxton, o 
liristol, whose testimony, as given ii 
ihe 
Uoyluutown 
Democrat, 
is as 


follows :

''leUinU'y in an alley leading off liAtl

.My attention was attracted by

The Cotn t interrogated the witness 


ti-i to whether he had ascertained who

McOinley whiskey. 
The 


C hief of Police seemed reluctant to 
testify on this point, but finally admit- 
ted that had "heaid from outside talk 
that McGinley had been 
furnished 


whiskey." 


"What do you mean by 'outside 


talk,' " asked the Judge, "from people 
outside of tho world t " 


The Court directed the District At- 


torney to proceed under the Act of 
Assembly and inquire into the failure 
of Chief Saxton and other Bristol 
con- 


si ables to make monthly return of this 
c ise and prosecute them therefore. 
Tlie Act, thi; Court stated, requires 
tint constables shall make monthly 
ri'turns of such cases, and, in case of 
failure to perform such duties, the 
Comt and District Attorney have no 
alternative except to proceed against 
them as the law requires. 


"This is no usual case," the Comt 


continued, "[t requires to be probec 
to the bottom and we propose to begin 


i the bottom. There is evidence of 
gi oss violation of duty on the part of 
t in Bristol oolite officers and tbere is 
id choice left us but to prosecute'." 
.' le Court further slated that at the 
me of the arrest Chief Saxton knew 
i.it McGinley was under bonds to 
crop the peace; all the Bristol officers 
n d been instructed to find out who 
furnishes McGinley liquor if he again 
got drunk, and by the Chief of Police's 
o w n testimony it was shown that he 
snew McGinley was drunk half an hour 
before he was arrested and made no 
eflort whatever to find out who was 
furnishing him with liquor. 


''Complaint has been made to the 


Court," Judge Ycrkes continued, "be- 
fore this row occurred, that liquor 
dc tiers iu Bristol borough, though 
notrfied not to do so, have been selling 
to this man. 
The constables will have 


until the June cotiit to make their 
completed report, and the District 
Attorney is directed to pursue his 
investigations." 


The Court directed that McGijIey's 


recognizance, 
upon 
which 
Hugh 


Hi.rkins is surety, be forfeited, and 
that a bench warrant be issued at once 
foi McGinley. 


15. F. Gilkeson, Esq., stated that he 


bad been retained by the town council 
of Bristol in this case, and they pro- 
m'ied to see that the case is thoroughly 
investigated. 
The time had come 


when action was necessary not only to 
3U'iish violations of the liquor law, 
jut because the frequent crimes had 
nade it dangerous to life in that town. 
[Ir thought the constables were not to 
jlame so much for wilful violation of 
av and neglect of duty as a misinter- 
pretation of their duties. 
Many con- 


stables in the lower end of the county 
were under the impression that unless 
;hcy Imd positive evidence of violation 
of law, or such evidence as would 
make a strong case, it was not their 
duty to make a return. 
Mr. Gilkeson 


isl.ed that Mr. Saxton be heard again 
3ii this point. 


Chief Saxton was recalled and testi- 


Re< that McGinley's brother told him 
that Frank Lynn and a barber named 
Mulligan had furnished the liquor, but 
as his informant did not know this of 
lib own knowledge, he had thought it 
;oo weak a case on which to make a 
return. 
' Judge Yerkes is evidently very 
nuch in earnest in the investigation of 
this case and some interesting develop- 
ments may be looked for at the next 
;eim of court.
